The Merrick County Board of Supervisors met Tuesday, August 12, 2014 at 9:05 a.m. in the Supervisors Room, County 
Courthouse, Central City, NE, with Graves, Helgoth, Jefferson, Kucera, Hahn, Weller and Wiegert  present.  Also present 
was County Attorney Lynelle Homolka. 
Moved Jefferson, second Kucera to convene as Board of Supervisors at 9:05 a.m.  Roll Call: All Ayes 
Notice of the meeting was given thereof by publications in the Republican Nonpareil and The Palmer Journal and on the 
Merrick County website.  Proof of publication is filed in the Clerk’s Office.  Copies of the agenda were mailed to each 
Supervisor and kept current and available to the public at the County Clerk’s Office.  
Chairman Wiegert declared the meeting was preceded by publicized notice and having acknowledged and identified the 
location of the posting of the current copy of the Open Meetings Act, called the meeting to order and in open session at 
9:05 a.m.  
Agenda:  Moved Kucera, second Graves to approve the agenda as presented.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. 
Minutes:  Moved Kucera, second Jefferson to approve the minutes of July 14, and July 22, 2014.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. 
Meeting reports:  Hahn attended the Midland Area on Aging meeting; Graves attended the July 23, 2014 hospital 
meeting; Weller and Helgoth attended the 4-H Building meeting with business leaders in the community; Weller attended 
the South Central Economic Development District meeting and Wiegert attended the Midland Area on Aging meeting. 
Official’s reports:  Treasurer Bolte reported that they had received the principal and interest payment on the ethanol 
bonds of $100,000.00 in principal and $1,107.64 in interest on July 30, 2014.  Planning & Zoning Myers reported that she 
will be conducting village and county wide meetings next week on the comprehensive plan and regulations.  Extension 
Educator, Tammy Stuhr thanked the Board for their support at the fair.  She reported that livestock numbers were up 
slightly and the number of Clover Leaf kids was up.  A coffee was held at the Dairy Queen before it opened to discuss the 
4-H Building with about a dozen people that consisted of bankers and businessmen.  Stuhr said that every school has 
requested a program.  There will be a special meeting of the Fair Board on Thursday, August 14, 2014 at 8 p.m. on the 
location of the new 4-H Building.  Stuhr said they would like to have plots of different crops and would also like to have a 
greenhouse there.  Game and Parks have grants for campgrounds that they are going to apply for.  They would like to put 
in a campground at the fairgrounds that could also be used as an outdoor classroom.  County Attorney Homolka said that 
a change in statute concerning juvenile detentions will be more costly to the county because the cost of detaining a 
juvenile will now fall on the County’s responsibility.  Homolka said she would be raising the amount of money budgeted 
for this.   
Hospital update:   Hospital Administrator, Julie Murray gave the Board a brief overview on the hospital.  They 
welcomed five new nursing staff.  There will be no more paper surveys, it will be done by phone now.  They welcomed 
Dr. Nathan Krug and a new PA will join them in January.  The hospital has exceeded all of its financial goals.  
SCEDD:   RESOLUTION 2014-15 was presented to the Board for approval to support the boundary change to add 
Howard County to the South Central Economic Development District. Moved Weller, second Graves to approve 
RESOLUTION 2014-15 supporting the boundary change to add Howard County to the South Central Economic 
Development District.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. RESOLUTION 2014-15 is on file in the County Clerk’s Office for public 
viewing. 
Small tract subdivision:  Planning & Zoning Myers presented a subdivision approval for Curtis & Christine Huber for a 
part of the SW1/4SE1/4 of Section 10, Township 14, Range 6 that they want to sell.  Moved Weller, second Graves to 
approve the subdivision approval for Curtis & Christine Huber for a part of the SW1/4SE1/4 of Section 10, Township 14, 
Range 6.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. 
Small tract subdivision:  Planning & Zoning Myers presented a  subdivision approval for Roger & Sharon Brandes in 
NW1/4NE1/4 in Section 29, Township 15, Range 6.  This is a ten acre tract that one of their kids plan to build a house on.  
Hahn absent at 9:34 a.m.  Moved Jefferson, second Kucera to approve the subdivision approval for Roger & Sharon 
Brandes in NW1/4NE1/4 in Section 29, Township 15, Range 6.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. Hahn present at 9:35 a.m.  
One & Six Year Road Plan revision:  Highway Superintendent Meyer said he needed Board approval of revision the 
One & Six Year Plan for Chapman West to replace a bridge with culverts going over the Warm Slough.  This is north and 
west of Chapman.  Chapman Township brought this to Meyer’s attention and said they would pay for the culverts.  
Culverts would take water better than the bridge.  This revision needs to be approved by RESOLUTION 2014-16.  Moved 
Graves, second Kucera to approve RESOLUTION 2014-16 revising the One & Six Year Plan replacing a bridge north and 
west of Chapman with culverts.  Roll Call:  Ayes. Weller, Helgoth, Kucera, Hahn, Graves, and Wiegert.  Nays:  Jefferson. 
RESOLUTION 2014-16 is on file in the County Clerk’s Office for public viewing. 
Siren control for Bader Park:  The estimate from Platte Valley Communications for 2100 siren control for Bader Park 
from Platte Valley Communications, Grand Island, NE is for $1,780.00.  Weller said this was figured into the budget of 



 

 

Bader Park.  Moved Weller, second Graves to approve the estimate from Platte Valley Communications for $1,780.00 for 
a siren control for Bader Park.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. 
Bid from Lesiak Construction:  Lesiak Construction had submitted a bid for $950.00 for two wood grain metal doors in 
the lower level of the courthouse and to adjust and get the lock working on Denny O’Nele’s office.  Moved Graves, 
second Hahn to accept the bid from Lesiak Construct for $950.00 for two wood grain metal doors in the lower level of the 
courthouse and to adjust and get the lock working on Denny O’Nele’s office.   
4-H Building Bonds:  Andy Forney with DA Davidson explained to the Board that a bond anticipation note accesses the 
municipal market for a short time.  Forney said the tax levy will cost a little over a penny on the tax.  The County would 
have to begin taxing this year because you don’t want to pay interest on interest.  Forney went over the guidelines with the 
Board and asked for a signature showing that he had done that.  After looking the form over, County Attorney Homolka 
said it was just stating that he had gone over the guidelines with the County Board and it was signed.  Forney was asking 
to have the parameter resolution approved today for $550,000.00.  The $550,000.00 can be used for anything according to 
statute 33-120.  There were questions about the County’s budget and County Clerk Wichmann asked if it would make any 
difference if the Board would wait to discuss this further after meeting with the CPA doing the County’s budget.  The 
Board needs to set a special meeting for budget and the days the CPA would be available would be August 22 or August 
25 and the next Board meeting is August 26, 2014.  The Board wanted to talk to the CPA to ask him questions about how 
the bonds would affect the budget and how it would all work. Moved Weller, second Graves to table this until they know 
the cost of the project and how the County is going to handle making the payments.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. 
Request for Proposal:  Extension Educator, Tammy Stuhr said that on the first Request for Proposal, some of the 
wording needed to be changed.  The wording design bid and design bid build require two different things.  If the wording 
were to stay with design bid it would require 2/3 majority vote of the Board.  Stuhr presented a new Request for Proposal 
with the correct wording of design bid build and changed the date the proposals would be due to September 19, 2014 so 
that they could advertise three times and have it out there for thirty days.  Moved Weller, second Helgoth to approve the 
revision to the Request for Proposal.  Roll Call:  All Ayes. 
Keystone Pipeline update:  Jeff Rauh told the Board there were no major milestones.  They have been working hard with 
the land owners and are almost complete in Merrick County. 
SCEDD replacement:  Weller said that this is not something that is going to happen right away but Chris Anderson 
approached them on having the City of Central City represent the County Board.  Weller said that the projects that South 
Central Economic Development are very helpful to communities but it is a complicated process.   He thought that Chris 
Anderson or Miles McGinnis should come before the Board and give their input on this. 
Public Comment:  Weller doesn’t see a problem with having public comment on every agenda.  He feels the public 
should be able to bring things to the Board for them to listen to.  County Attorney Homolka said that they do have it on 
every other meeting agenda and that it does not have to be on every agenda.  People should get on the agenda if they have 
something for the Board.  It is up to the Chairman to set time limits if people want to speak.  Homolka said that if they 
want it on every agenda they should adopt rules of conduct as a board.  The public comment will be on every other agenda 
until the Board adopts rules of conduct. 
Disposition of $5,800.00:  Helgoth said he is not bringing this up to embarrass anyone, because he is embarrassed that 
this happened on his watch here.  Helgoth thinks the public needs to know the disposition of the $5,800.00 is.  What are 
we going to do, collect insurance on the $5,800.00 or is there still an ongoing investigation.   County Attorney Homolka 
said; as you know, the Attorney General’s Office brought criminal charges and there was a not guilty verdict as a result of 
that case.  Despite that, Homolka contacted NIRMA, our insurance carrier and they are going to cover it under our 
criminal crime division of insurance.  Jim Graves and Homolka contacted NIRMA after the last Board meeting and she 
was asked to submit a formal request for reimbursement on the pending claim, so she sent Pete Eiden with NIRMA an 
email basically requesting formally for reimbursement and they also wanted a journal entry from the verdict and she sent 
that to him as well.  He said that they would take 7 to 10 days to review it, but then he got back to her late last week and 
said that they had approved it and were going to cover it minus our $1,000.00 deductible.  Hahn and Helgoth said that 
would mean the case is closed.  Homolka said they are going to cover it all but our deductible out of criminal crimes 
division.  Helgoth said he just wanted to get it out into the open.  Homolka said she was glad that he brought it to their 
attention, because the auditor the last time they came to audit, noted that it was still an unresolved issue. Now the trial is 
now over, NIRMA can act on the claim and that should satisfy the audit when they come again for this year’s audit.   
Helgoth said he had asked the Treasurer is the Sheriff’s office was turning in money regularly and the Treasurer said that 
they have been doing it on a regular basis.  Helgoth had checked with the Treasurer a couple of times and Helgoth said he 
was glad that this was getting done.
